Agriculturallnstruction 

An insight into the progress that is 
being made in agricultural instruc¬ 
tion, both for adults and juniors, is 
to be gathered from the report on the 
Agricultural Instruction act for 1919- 
20, recently submitted to the Dominion 
parliament. Under this act $1,100,- 
000 is now divided annually between 
the nine provinces of Canada with a 
view of aiding and advancing the 
farming industry. That the objects 
sought are being attained is shown 
by the review of the situation re¬ 
view of the situation regarding agri¬ 
cultural instruction as it now exists 
in this country. Schools have been 
established, colleges extended and 
brought nearer to the farmer, re¬ 
search ha s been greatly encouraged, 
the agricultural representative sys¬ 
tem has been aided and fostered, home 
life improved, school rairs have^been 
wrought into every branch of agricul¬ 
ture and domestic science has been 


Manufacturers, wholesalers and re¬ 
tailers have been conferring at Tor¬ 
onto as to what point in the process 
of trade the Government should ap¬ 
ply its tax 1 on business. That such 
taxation will have to be continued is 
taken for granted. The treasury 
must have revenue, by the hundred 
millions, and the toll has to be taken 
somewhere. What seems most likely 
is that the sales tax will be retained 
and extended—horizontally and up 
up and down. Wherever the tax is 
placed, at the -manufacturing end or 
in the middle, the ultimate effect must 
be to slow up the downward trend of 
prices, and to keep prices somewhat 
higher than they would otherwise be.

ALBERTA’S AGRICULTURAL 
SCHOOLS 


By her school of agriculture policy 
policy Altferta has taken the’lead, if 
not positively in agricultural educa¬ 
tion, at least in definite and specific 
instruction for the young in .the sub¬ 
ject, but none has gone more direct¬ 
ly to its'- root, and by its creation of 
six schools of agriculture thei pro- 
vinre has attracted enviable atten¬ 
tion to itself. By means of these 
schools nearly a thousand young peo¬ 
ple have been equipped for their life 
work. When it is stated that, from 
funds supplied under the Dominion 
Agricultural Instruction Act alone, a 
no smaller sum than $300,000 has been 
employed in the last half dozen years 
in Canada in the building, equipping 
and maintenance o-f such schools, 
some idea, of the benefits derived £rom 
grants under the Act can be obtained.

Lumber Prices Drop 
Thirty Per Cent Lately 

During the past few weeks lumber 
prices have dropped about 30 per 
cent, and are now about two-thirds 
the price of a year ago. Several cuts 
in prices have taken place > recently 
with the result that the most recent 
decrease has placed prices on a very 
low level when, compared with prices 
last season. 

Taking dimension as a basis the 
price has come down about $16 a 
thousand and if the freight rates were 
again at the old figure it would Come 
down still another $6, however, this 
latter is not looked for at present. 
And without a lowering of freight 
rates it is bcjieved lumber has now 
hit the bottom for some time to come. 
Prices of logs at the coast are down 
to< about pre-war levels, but labor 
schedules and machinery, freight rates 
and /.upplies are all much higher than 
in the'old days. Lumbermen figure 
that unless these also drop, that lum¬ 
ber has now about reached the lowest
